These movc- 
I inents have caused tlie enemy at Dorn- 
berg to recede north. 

I "Ilildyard Is at Utrecht and the town 
has surrendered. 

I "Clery is bombarding Laing's Xek. 
The enemy are much disheartened and 
were they not in such very ntrong posi- 
tions, I doubt if they would sho-iv fight. 

"The railway was open to Nowscastlc 
on May 28." 

Newcastle, May .30.— The following 
proclamation has been issued by the gen- 
eral in command: 

"The troops of the Queen are now pass- 
ing through the Transvaal. ^ler Ma- 
jest.y does not ■svar upon individuals, but, 
on the contrary, slie in anxious to spare 
them, .so far as possible, the horrors of 
war. 

"The quarrel which England has is 
with the government and not the people 
of the Transvaal. Provided they remain 
neutral, no attempt will he made to in- 
terfere with persons living near the line 
of march. Every possible protection will 
be given them. Any of their property 
which it may bo necessBry to take will 
bo paid for. 

"But, on the other hand, those thus 
allowoti to remain near the line of 
inarch, niUHt respect and maintain neu- 
trality. The residents of any locality 
will be held responsible in both their 
persons and property for any damng*! 
done to the rnilv/ay or telegraph, or for 
violence done to any ■member of the 
British forces in tho vicinity of their 
homes." 

ORANGE RIVER COLONY 

Bioemfontein, Alay 30. — Amid aalute.s 
and cheers and the singing of "God 
Save the Queen," the military governor, 
Major-General George Prettyman, at 
noon, Jornially proclaimed the annexation 
of the Free State under the designation 
of Orange River Colony. 

Tlie ceremony was Imposing, and the 
scene in the market square inspiring. An 
immense concourse ha'd gathered, and 
the town was gay with bunting. The 
balconies and window.s. surrounding the 
square were crowded with ladies, among 
them Lady Roberts and the Misses Rob- 
erts, the "Countess of Airlie and Ladies 
Henry Bentick and Setterington. 

The troops ■\vere drawn up under the 
command of G.mi. Knox, and entertained 
the spectators. 

The Governor, accompanied by Gen. 
Kelly-Kenny and their staffs, escorted 
by tlie Welsh Yeomanry, was greeted 
with a general salute, after which, amid 
an impressive silence and in a clear 
voice, heard in every part of the square, 
Gen. Prettyman read Lord Robert's 
proclamation annexing the Orange Free 
State, aH conquered by Her Majesty's 
forces, to the Queen's dominions, and 
proclaiming that tho state shall hence- 
forth be knowu as tho Orange River 
Colony. 

Lusty cheering greeted the concluding 
words of the proclamation, and they were 
renewed with ever increasing volume as 
Lord Acheson unfurled the Royal Stand- 
ard and the bands struck up "God Save 
the Queen." All present joined In sing- 
ing the National Anthem. 

The ceremony concluded with cheers 
for the Queen, Lord Roberts and the 
army, and a salute ot twenty-one guns.

OIIANGE GRAND LODGE. 

Grand Master Wallace Finds Fault 
With the Government. 

London, Ont, May 80.— At the annual

Great Celebration Begins Which 
Bids Fair to Surpass all 
Others. 



Shortly before midnight there was a 
rattle of firecrai'kers that wore hanging 
in a long string I'min an upper windmy 
al' tlie Colonist ullice, uud souio cheering 
printers shouted to a little crowd Of be- 
lated iiassers-liy that the British had oc- 
cupied Pretoria, 'I'liey threw up their 
hats aiul thoulea—aiui llm.s liegan a wild 
celebration wliich will probably laut uU 
day, in honor of the oe<!upa'tioa of the 
Buer capital by the "Soldiers Of tho 
t^uecn." 

'i'ho good news was telephoned to tlic 
Mayor by the Colonist, and Chief Deasy 
was only awaiting liis Worship's ordcr.s 
to aiwaken the eitlzuus. The cluugiug of 
the fire bells, and the roverberaLiug 
echoes of the tirocrackers, uud loud de- 
tonations of the boinbti, roused the slum- 
bering city, and, clad In pyjamas and 
palriolLsm, thoy harried towuwards. 

lioiihre alter bonlire was iiiude ou the 
principal streets until the city shone in 
a ruddy glare of retlected llnuies. Fuel 
was hurried ironi everywhere, packiug 
cases Iruin stores aud otUcus, barrels, 
everything thai was iiUliiumuible aud 
muvubk'— even tho bootblack tstnnd in 
Trounce alley being .saoriliced— [lilcd up 
in heapj at intervals of some thirty or 
forty yardri along Goverunieut, Broad 
aud Yates streets, aud the llainos leaped 
high and lit up the streets. 

't'he slaiupedi! to Chiniitown wats as the 
stampede to n ucw-l'onnd placer distTict. 
liuudreds ransacked the LUiinese ([uar- 
tor lor lirecrackcrs, lioinbs and rockets, 
and the Chiuamun reaped a harvest, 
Striugfci of Urecrackers crackled aud 
spluttered from uppi'r windows,, Troin 
awuiugs, from telegraph poles aud clse- 
wlierc — Goveruiiieiu btreet was like the 
Brocken scene from b'aust. 

The crowds soon gathered, and im- 
promptu parades were organised, tho 
lirst musical aggregatiou to get together 
being tho baud ot the Savoy, who played 
the National .Vnthciu amid tho cheers of 
the assembled crowds, nnd other popular 
airti, ending with a truism entitled 
'There will he a Hot Time in the Old 
Town"— which there was, Soon another 
band had gathered. It was a Scratch 
bund, busts drums, kettle drums, mouth- 
organs aud tambourines. Lieaaing this 
band of assorted instrnmente were a 
well known bank clerk and a brunette 
express driver— "it's all the same to-day." 

Then came the City band. They had 
been summoned by messenger, nnd, don- 
ning their tmlforms, they hurried to their 
hall ou Johnsop street, uud niurched 
thence along Goverumeut street, playing 
"The Soldiers of the Queen." Beliiiul 
them was an impromptu procession, 
cheering, dancing and shouting ill a fren- 
zy of joyous ejccitemeut because of tin- 
good newH. The Fifth Regiment band 
soou afterwardis assembled at the cor- 
uer of Yates and Goverumeut streets, 
and they loo joined in the merriment. 
They marched around to the Coloni«t of- 
lice, and after serenading there, they 
went ou to the Times office, then to tho 
city hall, to the lire hall, and .afterwards 
to the oUlce of the United States Con- 
sul, who had given them an invitation lo 
come some months ago, when they were 
as.sistiiig lo celebrate th<' relief of Lady- 
smith. "When you take Pretoria," he had 
said, "call again" — and though it was 
early in the morning, they came and ser- 
enaded the popular United States Con- 
sul. 

There were olher bauds, too, wliich 
joined in the i.elebralion, which, although 
not zo musical, made some addition to 
the noise. 'J'liere were bands \vhose 
drummers played on packing cases, bands 
were tin cans formed tho solo musical 
instruments, and bands who sang the 
ever popular "Soldiers of the Queen" as 
lustily as they know how. One of tlie 
latter bauds made a splendid spectacle, 
as they marched up and down the street, 
in the reflection of the many fires, for in 
tho .shouting group were gentlemen in 
khc.ki, red-coated infantrymcu, engin- 
eer aud marines, together with "handy 
uKMi" from Esquimau. 

Hour after hour, tho crowds marched 
the stTcetis aud sang, shouted and hrur- 
rahr-l, cheering every leader at the front, 
aud particularly "Bobs," Baden-Poweli 
and Buller. Night was becoming day, 
and the light of the bonfires was wan-

The bulldog with the British llag in his 
teeth was iilso in ovidence, and, as usual, 
cam.' in for a generous measure of ap- 
plause. 

.Vs will be noticed in another column, 
till' .Mayor asks the citizens to colebnite 
to-day — though tliey don't seem to need 
any invitation. 

One of the bonfires in front of the 
Vancouver hotel, on Yatts street, al-

Tien Tsin, May :'>0. — The rescue party 
of Freuelinien and Germans, returning' 
from Cliang Ilsiii Tieu Tspnd, confirm 
the report that tlie besieged Belgians are 
now safe at Pekin.

laid against tho Grit parly in the same 
province with reference to alleged t'rau<l3 
of the most abominable character, iu con- 
nection witli certain olections for the 
Doniiuion Huuae of Commons, it surely 
behooves those of tia who are anxious for 
good and honest government to take the 
greatest care that notliing of tbe same 
kind bo successfully carried on in our 
midst.

Sir: In your issue of May 30, regard- 
ing the workingnien'fj meeting iu the A. 
O. U. W. liall, 1 am (juoted as making 
the remark that the U.'i-l miles of rail- 
way built by aid in thi.s province have 
cost the people .$70,570,000. Now, sir, 
what I said was that for the 05-1 miles of 
railway built in this province, the people 
have to pay $71,849,750; this includes 
Dominion cash subsidies, guarantee of iit- 
terest and land grants of 12,1-14,000 
acres, at $1 per acres, from the province. 
But placing tbe land at its present aver- 
age value, $5 per acre, the cost of this 
G5i miles of railways to the province has 
been $76,547 per mile.

THE FIBEWOEKS. 

Sir: Regarding the non-success of the 
fireworks display ou the evening of the 
20th instant, we are aware that there is 
a. general feeling of dissatisfaction that 
the whole of ,the set pieces were not 
shown, aud also at the delays in firing 
those that were displayed, and 
the ifoct that the three chroma- 
trope sums were incomplete when 
fir^. In justice to tbe pub- 
lic, the lireworks committee and our- 
selves, we think it advisable to explain 
to the uninitiated the reason of the non- 
success of the exhibition. In the first 
place, we may say that notwithstanding 
delays, entirely beyond our control, by 
dint of work early and late, tbe whole 
of the exhibition was coiuplote ou the 
morning of the 25th, iueludiug frame- 
work and all other apparatus necessary. 
All that remained to be done ^vun work 
which, for various technical reasons, 
could not be done except ou tho field, 
such as priming aud eouneeting up the 
framework, especially that of the por- 
trait of Her Majesty, which consist* of 
12 sections, covering nearly 500 square 
feet, and is produced by over 2,000 cases 
of colored aud brilliant lire. It was ar- 
ranged to commence thie work at a.m. 
on the 25th. Now anyone with the 
slightest knowledge ou the subject, who 
happened to be up at this hour of the 
morning iu question, will see the impos- 
sibility of conveying large quantities of 
fireworks from Victoria West to Beacon 
Hill Park, at that time, with the least 
chance of them lighting aftersvurds, as 
it was raining in torrents. It appeared, 
however, that it might clear up at any 
moment, and consequently the frames, 
only, were all sent down at about (3 
o'clock, to be in readiness. As the clouds 
subsequently dispersed, and believing that 
tho oveuts would not or could not be 
put off, it was decided to go ahead. Now 
here is where our mistake lay; our pro- 
per course "was to have informed the 
committee tliat the fireworks could not 
be exhibited that night; but, believing 
that impossible, and, perhaps, overesti- 
mating the time left us, we did the htwt 
we could under tho circumstances, with 
the result that both the order of tiring 
and some of tlie events on the pro- 
gramme were entirely upset. Trusting 
that -we have not trespassed too much on 
your valuable space, Mr. Editor, we re-

\ MARTINITB TRICK. 

Sir: The workingmen's meeting Tues- 
day night was a planned Martin meeting, 
enghieered by McMillan, Jardine and 
Perry MUls. This could be seen by any- 
one. Tho mover of tho resolution even 
was so unfamiliar with it that he could 
not read it, save with assistance. The 
chairman knew it was a Martin meeting, 
but was ashamed to suy so.

Doubtless 
the province gets a large amount of rev- 
enue from these r;uhvays by way of tax- 
ation, which Would not be the case if 
the province owned them. Therefore, 
in what way would the province profit 
by owning the railways'.' It cannot be 
thought that they could be operated 
with a profit. History has shown that 
even the Dominion has failed iu this. In 
conclusion, all I have to suy is this, tho 
opposition favors the building of rail- 
ways, and favors the giving of govern- 
nient aid to them; but what we want ia 
thousands of miles of railway, not three 
hundred; und this we can get by a fair 
amount of aid, as outside capital will 
be put in the railways— not build throe 
hundred miles of railway to henefit poll- 
ticiauK and purchasing heelers, aud bank- 
rupt the province, m an inane idea to 
buck the C, 1': R. Has even tho United 
States gone in tor building railways V No. 
Thank goodness there are other working- 
men than those who spoke at the meet- 
ing, and hundreds, too, that know that 
to turn out Martin aud his crew means 
renewed prosperity for tho country. As 
long as ho is in power we will stagnate, 
and capital will light shy of British Col- 
umbia.

Should their expectation bo ful- 
filled, Russia'.s southward expiuision 
would probably be deterred for many 
years, for the .Tapanit^e would not be 
contctiL with tlie aeciuisitinn of Korea, 
but -would reassert their titla to the Liao 
Tung Peninsula, which they -won from 
China, but t)C which Russia deprived 
them. 



THE] WAR. 

Probably l)y this time our forces have 
occupied Pretoria, and President Kruget; 
is a refugee from his capital, having 
.gone to Wntervalbover, a village on the 
railway to Delngoa Bay about 150 miles 
■ea.st of Pretoria, and the point where 
.the highway road from Lydenburg joins 
tlie railway. We doubt if he will take 
refuge in Lydenburg, as it was at ono 
time reported he would. His great ef- 
fort now will be to get out of the coun- 
try, unless ho can make favorable terms 
■of .surrender. 

Yesterday brought very little war 
Jiews, As we expected, a proclamation 
was issued to the people of the Trans- 
vaal, and its whole tone marks the re- 
.suinptiun of active suzerainty by Great 
Britain over that country. 

The enemy are said to be fleeing from 
ISfatal". The occupation of TJtrocht by 
Hildyard gives us control of the south- 
eastern portion of the Transvaal. The 
Dornborg, out of which the Boors have 
been driven, is a range of hills lying 
south of Utrecht. As they are now all 
nortli of Utrecht, Buller is relieved from 
any possible pressure on his exposed 
.flank, and can devote his energj* to turn- 
ii ng th e enemy's position at Laiug's Nek. 

The name of our new possession is the 
•Orange, River Colony. We do not anti- 
<Mpate that there will be much trouble 
ill thoroughly pacifying it. Now that 
the prr)claniation has been issued, all 
JBoers in the field have become rebels. . 



f ' BKITAIN AND JAPAN. 

Reviewing the itttitude of .Tapan. 
towards Russia, the New York Sun in- 
terprets it to signify that when Great 
Britain has finished her work in South 
Africa, Japan will try her hand with 
Russia. The reason of the delay is not 
because Japan expects to have the assist- 
ance of our navy, but because Groat 
Britain will tell France that she must 
Jteep her hands off and allow the Mikado 
■and the Czar to settle things between 
them. The Sun points out that 
Oreat Britain will emerge from the 
South African campaign stronger than 
she has been at any time since the close 
of the Peninsular war. This is only a 
vague expression, and we prestline rela- 
tively stronger is what is meant, for at 
Jiiiy time during the past twenty-five 
.years the naval and military power of 
<!reat Britain has been stronger than at 
the close of Wellington's famous cam 
.pnigns. Military critics everywhere 
recognize that the South African experi- 
ence will leave us with the finest army 
in the world, oQlcered by men who have 
learned the new tricks of the trade 
under fire, It will be necessary to gar- 
rison South Africa heavily for some time 
■but when peace has been restored it wil 
be easy to prevent the importation of 
munitions of war, and tbe very raiu'h 
larger portion of Roberts' splendid army 
can be sent home or to any other part 
>of the world where its services are likely 
to lie needed. It is nut likely tli;it luiy 
suggestion which may emanate from flic 
Imperial government as to tlie attitiiile 
■'towards Japan which Franco should take 
would fall on deaf ears. We <iuoto the 
•eoucluding portion of the Sun's article, 
. which gives in some detail the reasons 
which will probably induce .Japan to de- 
clare war against Russia at an early 
day. The main point has frequently 
?l)ccii referred to in these columns: 

The moment the war in South Africa is 
•over It will bo for Japan's interest to en-

•«f Port Arthur, can hardly 'be finished 
for a tivolvomouth, and for coal Russia 
rmust depend excltisively on the supplier

'3mlf a dozen dock yards, and coal mines 
which yield a combustible, inferior in 
<luaUtT- -it is true, to the Welsh product,

British Columbia has three senators 
and six members of the House of Com- 
mons. Of these, two of the senators are 
either at liome or on the way from 
Ottawa, and one of them. Senator 
Teiupleiuan, has been at home for the 
greater part oC the session. Of our 
representatives in the House of Com- 
mons, ono ha.-i resigned and tliree others 
are at lioine. Thus we have one sena 
tt)r ami two nieinliers of the House o 
Conimoiis to represent us at Ottawa. 
We are not going to comiuent upon the 
various reasons which the absentis's 
from Ottawa have for fiot being in their 
places. Doubtless those are good and 
sunicieut. Wo are only meiitioning the 
fact, and it is a fact that cannot give the 
people of British Columbia, any degree 
iiC satisfaction. It may be, as alleged, 
that thoi-o is little use In our iueinbei-s 
remaining at (Jttawa for all Ibey can 
accomplish. On this point we will make 
no argument. Unfortunately the history 
of British Columbia oince 1872 does not 
encourage the hope that our represeuta 
tives can do very much for us. 

An urgent question of the time is how, 
not only Iiritisb Columbia alone, but the 
whole Western country, including Mani- 
toba and the Northwest, can obtain 
justice at the hands of any government 
that may bo in power at Ottawa 
Under present conditions, so strict are 
party lines that unity of action between 
the representatives is dilllcult to bring 
about. The government supporters are 
anxious not to embarrass the ministry, 
nnd the opposition members have quite 
a contrary object. This pleases tlie 
governtiiont well enough, for the small 
Western representation cuts very little 
figure anyway. The whole country from 
the eastern boundary of Manitoba to 
the Pacific Coast has only as much 
representation as the province of New 
Brunswick. Divide this small delega- 
tion between two political parties and it 
is almost bereft of influence. 

Again we say that we are only stating 
facts, not commenting upon them, but 
when they are taken into account there 
is little reason for suriirise that many 
British Columbians on both sides of 
politics are inclined to doubt the ex- 
pediency of giving party distinctions as 
ijreat prominence in the future as they 
have at present. If the only aim of 
politics were to get one set of men out 
of oflloo and another sot in, the present 
condition of things would be satisfactory 
enough, but if the object is to secure 
legislation and administration in the in- 
terests of the Great West of Canada, it 
seems to bo time for a change of .some 
kind. Wliat that change ought to bo 
must remain for future consideration 
This article is only intended to direct 
attention to what must be conceded to 
bo a very serious matter, that cannot long 
be neglected without great injustice 
being done that part of Canada which 
contributes far and away the greatest 
amount of per capita taxation, and upon 
the development of which the whole 
future of the Dominion depends. 



MR. MARTIN'S DISAPPOINTMENT, 

Evpry one, who knows the inside facta, 
ifi •well aware that Mr. Martin's "pieco 
de resistance" during the present cam 
paiga was to have 'been the Crow's Nest 
coal laads, 'He opened the ball at Vic- 
toria ■with this, if we may be allowed to 
change the metajjlior. It was a vei-y 
formidable thing as then presented. It 
was applauded to the echo. When Mr. 
Mari:iu had finished the presentation of 
hits case, ho sat down the most satisfied 
man in British Columbia.

Suppose you had what you 
thought was an unanswerable case, and 
I lien, suppose that alter yon had .spriin 
it tipou tho public, a newspaper should 
deliberately smash it to atoms. Wouldn't 
you feel pretty badly cut up? Of cour.so 
you would, and that is just how :\[r. 
Alartiu feelti now. It was as though an 
army bad lost its chief buttery of artil-

Mr. Mtirtin's great disappointment in 
this matter only goes to show how little 
ho can be deiiended upon. Ho is utterly 
rash. Ho jumps at conchwions iwithont 
stopping to a.<C(!rtain the facts.

standpoint of political strength; but he 
could not possibly get any other after 
promulgating through the Colonist that 
absurd platform, -which he afterwards 
amplified in his card to the electors of 
Vancouver.

sent three from Manitoba to the same 
place. "A new departure," indeed. We 
do not like to impeach the miiiister'« 
candor, but his reply to Col. Prior's 
question first above quoted can hardly 
be said to be consistent with the facts. 



The Vancouver World publishes a map 
of Mr. Martin's government railway to 
Kootenay, with a comparative table of 
rates, showing the difference between his 
proposed charges and thoeo of the Can 
adian Pacific. As a matter of some in- 
terest, it may be mentioned that neither 
Victoria nor the proposed ferry ha've any 
place either on the map or in tho tables 
of rates.

^r. Eberts Gets a Good Recep- 
tion Prorn the Saanictiton 
People. 



Mr. McMillan Giancinn Out to 
Help Mr. Sangster Gets 
r- Badly Roasted. 



Tke Axricaltai'al liaU at Saanicbton 
was weil filled luat night by the electors 
•f that district, who gathered to hear 
tbeb aid cepresentatiTe, Mr. D. M. 
Bberts, address ^em upon the qnestionB 
•f the campaign. Upon Mr. William 
Harrison b«ing called to the chair, bo at 
0nce invited Hr. Sangster to a seat upon 
the platf<mn, who, on the. inTitation ot 
Mr. Eberts, was aooB Joined by his 
Martinite allj, Mr. John MacmiUan, of 
Vlctptia. , 

Mr. Eberts 'expressed his great pleas- 
are at the opportunity of expressinR bis 
views to an electorate wbom be bad the 
honor of representing in the legislature 
sincie' 1888'. ' In 1804 they had Been lit 
to re-elect ^him to that bigb position, and 
he bad represented them until the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor bad distniBscd him with 
Eon. Mr. Turner, over the question o£ 
those Bpodal ■wurnints. These charges 
had, however, fallen flat, and the Lieu 
tenant-Governor had at last seen fit to 
acknowledge that he had perhaps mada 
a mistake. Not so, however, in the ousq 
of the late government, which, when the 
present Premier was a member of it, 
had refused to admit even a minoiity 
report upon the matter, whereby the 
cloud of slander haj been lifted from 
Mr. Turner's name. However, this was 
a matter of the past. 

The present position of things was 
much more pressing, just as it was much 
n;ore monstrous. The Hon. Joseph Mar- 
tin stood to-day premier, not by the will 
of the people, but by the will of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. He had not the 
people with him, and could hardly form 
a cabinet. When ho did get one 
could only be terineii a job lot. This 
liaECO was at utter variance with all the 
principles of coustitutioniU government. 
Many in the meeting had come from the 
Old Land and knew what it was that 
their fathers had fought for. A premier 
had no right to vest the government in 
his own person, as Mr. Martin had done. 
It had'been Martin first and Martin next; 
and Martin last — Martin nil through — 
until the people were tired ot it, as they 
would show on the 9tb of June. (Ap- 
plause.) In England such a state of 
things was not tolerated. Once Mr, 
Gladstone had kept a portfolio open for 
three weeks, but such a hue and cry 
arose that the position had to be filled 
.at once. But Mr. Martin hud brought 
the high ofileort of the crown doivn into 
the dust, and had actoii in dolianco of 
the institutions of the laud. 

Mr. Mnrtin, when hcni- iioiiie time :\gn, 
bad told the people a groat luniiy tliliiK^i 
that he Intended to do, but ho did not say 
what ho had done. Ho liiid indeed (lone a 
groat denl of hiirin to tlio provlndo. He 
waH tlie domliiiint power, and no nuisl bo 
held 1o bo respon.siblo for the acts of tho 
government which lie asplri'd to load. 
AmonRKt these were the Doauo-Prentlce bill 
by which they bad practically voted tiiem- 
solvcs Into power over tho head of tlie 
Tery Judges of the courts of the land. Again 
he bad adjourned the debate upon the 
'Queen's -speech in order tu hurry through 
the Alien Bill that had had such m effect 
'Upon both AtUn and Cariboo. By this, 
millions of dollars had been kept out of 
thO'Conntry, and English money and enter- 
prise as 'Well as American. Mr. McPhllllps 
had moved to have tlie matter roconHldored, 
but all In vain, and when at last Its results 
were seen and snfTcred the act was dis- 
allowed at Ottawa, before It could be re- 
pealed here. For tlils the government was 
rCBpODSlble, and tli<' present Premier ORpec- 
lally, so he must taki> tlic consoquonces at 
the votea of tlio peoplo. (Ilcar, hoar.) 

Mr. EbcrtB then advocated the Australian 
system rather llian tho present conipulBory 
aspect of tho Kiglit Hour Law, and com- 
mented BCTcroly upon tlio inaiiiior In which 
the measure had been sneaked through the 
honse. 

The Mongolian question was dealt with 
■next, and the Ill-considered policy of the 
tPremier was contrasted with the non-constl- 
-tntlonat metliod of proecealng. Upon the 
Iniperlal aspect of this matter Mr. Bberta 
(founded a strong appeal to the loyal sentl- 
■ments of hla bearers >whlch met with most 
:«enerons response. The laconglatenclco of 
:ilr. Bfiirttn npon this matter were not over 
Hooked, and tbe speaker's denunciation of 
the Premier's speeches on it were wildly 
ispplaudcd. 

'Railway polliiies and the theor>' of govern 
'inent ownorslilp then occupied the speaker's 
.attention. He Whowed that the taxes would 
fall heavily upon the farmers of the pro. 
vlnce If the Martin policy was adopted, 
tho latter finding most unfavorable coniparl 
son with the late 'policy of Mr. Turner. 

Mr. Eberta thpn ."ipoke for some tim. 



upon agricultural matters and conclnded his 
able speech, ■ which oc>:;upIed nearly two 
hours, by a happy and manly appeal'.to the 
electorate for the renewal of their pledges 
of confidence by again electing him as their 
representative. ■ . 

Mr. Sangater foUpwed Vflth aa aftle speech 
In which he advocated Mr. Martin's plat- 
form, but hesitated to couimitt himself as 
a follower of Mr. Martin himself. He 
charged the incoming horde.s of Japanese 
up against Mr. Turner, and conipialued 
because Mr. lJunsmuir had not put the 
Chinese out years ago. He then went Into 
a lot of statistics ujioa the railway policy 
nnd ended his short speech by a pledge to 
economy should he be elected. 

^Ir. John McMillan followed. Ho made 
.in elaborate apology for his working clothes 
in which he had been out bicycling. He 
hud come quite by accident, but proceeded 
to produce a note book and many papers, 
the material for a good long speech. Thiu 
speech he then proceeded with, and for a::i 
hour or so the straight Martin teachings 
upon Mongollanlsm, railways and the C. P. 
It. were given a setting forth. The only 
new points were some strictures upon the 
Laurler administration, something of tho 
same kind, though perhaps ct little more of 
It for Mr. Duniimulr, who had no right 
whatever to act as he had done towards 
bin Ohluamen at this particular time. .Mr. 
McMillan was given a good hearing, but 
towards the end, people became a little 
tired, and at last, after one or two ijues- 
tloiiH, he resumed his seat. The last of 
these excited some amusement, someone In 
thc> hall wanting to know If It were true 
tliat Mr. McMillan would not allow hU 
children to sing "God Save the Queen" at 
Hchool. This aroused John, and with some 
lu at he gave the rumor the Ue direct. 

In -eply Mr. Eberts gave McUtllan a terr- 
liili^ scathing to the great amusement of the 
crowd. He denounced McMillan as a fnkir, 
uniihlo to fake the Saimlch people by the 
story of his working clothes as Introduc 
tory to bis political claptrap. One by one 
his various argumenls wore combuttod, and 
at last, when Mr. Kbcrts sat down, it was 
with the applause of a body of men wllilu;; 
iinil iinxloiiH to secure his election. 

'I'll!' iiu'Ctlng broke up with the usn.il 
vnii'.s of thanks and the slnglnj; ot the 
National Anthem.

Local Chinese Expect Reformers 
to Take AUvantaae of 
Their Rising. 



WHY Mlt. MAUTIN LEFT. 

Saw the Cowichan Meeting Was Against 
Una and Feared to Addrces It. 

Oowichaa, May 29.— The agricnltnrnl 
hall, Duncan, witnessed some li-zely 
scones last night, when the government 
candidate, Mr. Ford, held hus first meet 
ing, and at which were present the oppo- 
.'iition candidate, Mr. Dickie, Mr. Mar- 
tin and Mr. Eberts. A new feature in 
Cowichan political gatherings was the 
presence of about a score of ladies; and 
tho room was comfortably full when, at 
S o'clock, the chairman, Kov. Mr. Ob- 
horno, made hi.s open lag reraarlis. He 
called on Mr. Ford, who, having no ex- 
peribnce on the platform, was very brief, 
conientlng himself with taking up most 
of the Premier's jilanks and stating his 
belief in their eoundness. 

Mr. Dickie's name was greeted with a 
demonstration which left no room for 
doubt as to 'the political complexion of 
the great majority in Ihe now crowded 
room. Mr. Dickie said that as he had 
already addressed them in that hall, ho 
would content himself with correcting 
some inaccuracies in .thO Vancowcr 
World's reiiort of his remarks on that 
occasion. It is no exaggeration to say 
that the five niinute<i' speech which fol- 
lowed was .stutcHiuaiilike in its clear, 
concise, loi'cetiil language, thus speedilv 
justifying the forecast made on bis lirs't 
attempt— that Mr. Dickie would soon be 
an excellent speaker. He closed with a 
vigorous denunciation of the Premier, 
niui s it down amid a perfect storm of ap- 
plause. 

All this time Mr. Martin had be.„ 
wearing the happy expression one sees 
hoaming from a dentist's cliair„ and every 
hurst of cheering seemed to give an added 
twinge. When his name was called 
mingled with the plaudits of his disciples 
could be heard a faint groan. This un- 
fortunate incident gave him the oppor- 
tunity he desired. Coming forward he 
said: ' 

"Mr. Chairman, in tho forty or fifty 
meetings I have held 'during this cam- 
paign, this is the firtit time I have been 
received with hoots nnd hisses. There- 
fore, instead of giving an address, I will 
wwh you all good night"— and he march- 
ed from the platform, down the hall, 
through the silent audience, to the door 
and out into the night. The chairman, 
Mr. Dickie and others tried to persuade 
iiim to «tay. hut he turned a deaf ear to 
an. lie had gained his object— he knew 
that the meeting was hopelessly against 
hirn nnd, making u slight groan from 
half a dozen thoughtless yonths an ex- 
cuse, he had slighted a large audience, 
forty-nme out of every fifty of which 
were Jntelligont, courteous men and wo- 
men. 

Mr, W. Herd (Martinite) warmly ci- 
prcs.sed tho opinion that the Premier had 
been grossly insulted; Mr. Jaynea and 
.nr. Miirifrrave thought his action nn- 
lUfitifiahle. There is little doubt that, as 
n sensible man not unaccustomed to poli- 
tical gatherings, Mr. Martin saw his mis- 
take before he reached the outer air, 
hut he would not come back, and Mr 
Eberts was called upon. 

He took two of the now well-worn 
planks— Oriental occlusion and govern- 
ment ownership of railways- and hacked 
them pretty badly, his strokes being 
lieurtil.v appl.'iuded. When he had con- 
cluded, aiKl tho platform freely offered 
to anyone else and no takers, Mr A 
Blyth moved and Mr. S. A. Wood sec- 
onded a vote of thanks to him, which 
wa.s carried unanimously. 

Mr. Musgrare moved and Mr. Elking- 
ton seconded a vote of confidence in Mr. 
Dickie, which was carried without one 
dissentient, amidst great enthusiasm. 
I5nt It ought to have been staled that 
when Mr. Eberts was half through his 
speocli, a noto was handed to tho chair- 
man and read by him, informing those l"""'"^"'"" south, at Canton and Ilong- 
who wished to hear Mr, Martin tliat tliev ! L'"""' *" ndvantago of tho rlKlng of lli 



According to Chinese merchants of this 
city the "Boxers"— the rebels -who are now. 
murdening the missionaries, destroying mil- 
ways, looting and burning all thingo for- 
eign, and vfbo are marching on the Chinese 
capital— form no small organization. The 
"OolTcrsal Society of Boxers"— to give them 
their full title— number no »C8b than eleven 
millions of Chinese, out of tho four hundred 
millions of the Celestial Empire. The war 
cry of the Boxers Is "Yang Kweltze" which 
In Kugllsh Is "foreign Devils," and this 
brlclly tells ot their object— to drive out the 
foreign devlla. 

AlthouKli the foreigner now sooms to be 
their cliief enemy though. It Is not only 
against hini that they have arisen. Tliey 
also propose to down the Manchu dynasty, 
which since centuries past has ruled China, 
it Is with this object that the growing 
armies of the Hoxers are marching on the 
Chlni'se capital. 

Tho lioxers when first founded were not 
ornanlzod for the purpose of ralslni; tho 
standard of rebellion as they now have 
done. On the contrarv, the society was 
founded for tho preservation of peace. As 
a "law nnd order socloly" after the fa.shlon 
of the early Californian vigilance com- 
mittees. Crime was rampant, and no home 
wa.s s:ife, and the society was foriiii'd for 
protect ion— hut tho remedy now seonis to 
bo worse than tho evil. 

It Is an old society, founded centuries ago 
—none of tho local Chlnoso can give any 
date more dellnlto than "a lonf,-. lon^', long 
time ago, many hundred years, I think." 
Ai- flrsi It was known In China as the "Ta 
Tao Ilwe" or the "Society of tho Great 
Sword." It was when known at-, tills 
soclot.v that the members fell from gnico 
and pillaged the houses nnd missions of tho 
foreigners. Then edicts were made atralnst 
them at Pckin and viceroys were given 
orders to suppress them. 

The order was soon reported suppresRod 
by the viceroys, but all that had been bu|)- 
presppd was the name. The rebels had 
simply changed their name to that of the 
"Universal Society of Boxers"— and thi 
trouble continued. 

The Christians, both Protestant and Cath 
oUc, soem of latter years, to be one of the 
greatest objects of their hatrri!. Tt v/af) 
due to this fact that Oerranny came Into 
the poRROsflnn of the land she now owns 
In the northern province of Cliinn, Rhan 
tunp— tho theatre of the present disturbance 
In tlie enrly part of the present decade- 
It waH In ISitU-two nuns won' killed In 
tho Boxers, nnd then for years native Chris 
tinns wore bonton, their lioiisos destroyed 
and looteil, and considerable dnrnage done. 
Aliout three years later the,y captured nnd 
killed some fierman priests In tho province 
of Shnngtung.- This act hroucht I'alls for 
vonKcnnce from Emperor William and .le<l 
to the seizure ot Kioa-chou, tlie headquar- 
ters of Germany In China. 

Obtna. tbongb, did not make any mov 
to pat down the Boxers, despite tho troubi 
thoy had caused her, for the viceroy of ttie 
province, Tu Hsien, was la sympathy with 
them. The Bmpress Dowager, the usurper 
who has deposed Ksuang Ru, nnd who <«■- 
cuploR the Chinese throne was also In sym- 
pathy with them nnd pandered to tlielr 
objects, but she now renihes that she has 
nurtured a viper In her bosom, which grew 
lip, as It were, for they are now marching 
on Pekin, Intending If they are not pre- 
vented, to destroy the ancient capital. 

Feeble half-hearted olTorts were made a 
few years ago to put them down, when they 
were creating trouble. A battle was fought 
In which a hundred were killed, but they 
soon rallied nnd with the ofAclala In sym- 
pathy with them and numbers of the Im- 
perial troops as members, they wore soon 
able again to loot and destroy. 

Thus It has gone on for the past ten 
years. A period of destnictlon and mur- 
der, then of quletne.19. Now they Boom to 
have organized for the great effort, aa It 
were, the struggle they have long had lu 
view of driving out the foreigner, and down- 
ing the Manchns. For the past few months 
they have been creating a veritable reign 
of terror In the provinces of Cbe-tt and 
Shangtung, and hundreds of native Christ- 
iana have been killed, nnd numbras of mis- 
sions destroyed. 

The net, though, that brought them more 
prominently before the notice of tho worlil 
of late, was the atrocious murder of Itov. 
Mr. Brooks, a young Kngllsh missionary, 
while travelling through Chi-11 province to 
where he was stntioned. nrooks was pass- 
ing through a crowd of assembled Hoxers, 
when suddenly, a child threw a stone nnd 
raised the cry of "Yang Kweltze"— foreign 
devil. Tho Roiors then sot upon lirooks. 
put a hook attacheil to a long rope throuk'h 
ills no.se, and led him througli the vilhiRO. 
The unforunate mlsslnnnry broke away nnd 
ran Into a temple, but the crowd draKged 
him ont, and cut him to pieces with tlielr 
long knives. His remains wore thrown In a 
canyon where they were afterwards found. 
China was made to pay an Indemnity by 
Hrltnlli for tho outrage. 

It Is believed by Chinese here that, now 
that the Boxers have risen, the "Little 
Knife Society," a rebel organization, sec- 
ond only In Importance to the Boxers, nnd 
other i-ehpl organizations will also rise. 
They look for the friends of Kang Tu Wei 
and the Iloform party, who have their liead 
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could do so in another building, and 
aliont n\ent.v-f:re withdre^v. Mr. Dickie 
thanked his throe hundred remaining stip- 
porters, and, with ch'iracteristic modesty, 
said they had found in bim many more 
good qualities than he had ever been 
able to discover himself. Three cheers 
wcro^ given him, then the obairman led 
in "God Save tfiT^^Queeii," and the meet- 
ing broke up w-ith cheers for Her Ma- 
jesty, 

Great sympathy is felt for Mr. Ford, 
left alone during tho latter half of the 
meeting in tho midet of a hostile but 
kindly crowd. Tho opinion seemed uni- 
verwl that be would he quite justified in 
tbrnwin:; up tho sponge and refusing to 
strike another blow for the loader who 
had deserted him in the hour of nwd.

^Ilnlster of Agriculture and the 
Copyright Act— Compliment 
to Sir Charles Tupper, 



From Onr Oiwn Corrcapoudoat. 

Ottawa, Maj 26.— The iavostigation by 
Mr. Clute into the grievauoes of the 
Slocan Imlners has resulted in a bulky, 
but interesting, report. There is this to 
be said atout Mr. Glute's work, that he 
baa done it Tcry effectively. The roiwrt 
baa not»yet been printed, but in the type- 
written document presented to the House 
of Commons, there are evidences of con- 
ficieutioufi and careful work. Some re- 
ports which come down to parliament aro 
usually a jumble of liguxes or words, 
and it is therefore refreshing to pick up 
a document from which, almost at a 
gliiuce, one i-an grasp the sn!'<^"<" rioints. 
The nature of the grievances is well 
knowu. The dispute arose over the hours 
of labor of the minere, the rate of wages, 
and the importation of aliens to take the 
place of the strikers. One can well un 
derstand the tremendous interest in 
volved, by looUng at the carrful sum- 
mary of the extent of the mining Indus- 
try in southern British Columbia which 
Mr. Clute gives. Ho estimates the miui- 
ber of men who were employed on the 1st 
of January Inst (coal mines excepted) at 
4,500 men, aud the amount of capital 
actually invested at over $30,000,000. 
Mr. Cluti- secured a mass of testimony 
Xruiu miners and mine owners, and, with 
a view to preventing the actual stoppage 
of worlc iu futurp, ^vith the heavy losses 
it entails to butli masters and men, he 
suggests the piissa^'e or a oouoiliatiou Act 
by the federal parliament. Coucilialiou 
hoards would be appointed on the re- 
quest of either or both parties to a dis- 
pute, and, iu addition, Mr. Clute advises 
the appointment of a conciliator, who 
shall be clothed wiyi certain power 
among others, to take evidence uuder 
oath. His first duty would be to brin, 
the parties together, and to ascertain the 
ualnro of the differences between them. 
Ho would also have power to net where 
ho deemed it advisable immedintely on 
becoming aware of a dispute, without 
■formal request or either parties. This 
power is suggested in order to avoid any 
delay , at the inception of labor troubles 

^which, unless prompt action is taken, of- 
ten lead to the widening o< u breach 
between masters and men, and often ren- 
ders 'future attempts at conciliation dif- 
iicuit,% if .not abortive. The couciliator, 
Mr. Clute thinks, should be given a free 
hand, and be authorized to invito assist- 
ance from the representatives of the op- 
poriing parties. In these suggestions 
there are the neuclus of a good measure, 
which would prevent such disastrous cou- 
sequeuces to many an industry, such as 
has resulted to the miners of the Slocan 
district, to say nothing oC the mining 
companies, during the past few months. 

The bumptious Air. Fisher is not alto- 
gether satistied with his position. His 
department, although called the depart- 
ment of .agriculture, involves the adminis- 
tration oC a good many branches, includ- 
ing the experimental farms, quarantine, 
patents of invention, public health, 
dairying, trade marks, sUitistics, iuchid- 
ing the preparation o-f the annual year 
book, copyriglit and the census. One 
v/ouUl think that witli tjuch a conglonior- 
ation of affairs the little minister would 
be satisfied, but be is not. His latest at- 
tempt to make himself more powerful is 
in connection with the question of copy- 
right. Canadian publishers have had a 
long fight to secure the right to print 
Bngiisb copyright works. Even when a 
Canadian has purchased the right to 
print -some popular work for the Can- 
adian market, and btiB paid the author 
or English publisher liberally for it, he 
injured, if not desrroyc.-d. by the English 
has been chagrined to find his market 
publisher sending; out to Canada what 
is known as a "colonial edition." Tliis 
is a cheap reprint for exclusive sale in 
the colonies. A work which may bo all 
the rage nt home, and which may be sell- 
ing there all the way from $2.50 to $8.00, 
will bo placed upon the Canadian or .-Vus- 
tralasian markets for fifty cents or, at 
the outside, for seventy-live cenLs. Can- 
adian publishers have been endeavoring 
for years to secure Te<lress, and it was 
not until the late Lord Horschell cham- 
pioned their cautie, that the British Au- 
thors' Society and the ICnglish publisliors 
were flisposed to accord them fair play. 
Unfortunately, Lord Herschell was cut 
off, but bis copyriglit mantle has fallen 
upon Lord Monkwell, who is pressing 
through the Britisli parliament, this ses- 
sion, a bill to compel English publishers, 
when selling the copyright of a work to 
a colonial, to give the latter exclusive 
control of his own market. Now, Mr. 
Fisher has introduced a bill with a sim- 
ilar object in view, but he surrounds bis 
measure with such harassing restrictions 
that it is calculated to do more harm than 
good to the Canadian book printer. Mr. 
Fisher, forsooth, is to be the judge as 
to whether or not the Canadian publisher 

"is doing his work properly, whether or 
not the printing or binding are sui-li as 
to suit his fastidious ideas, and if the 
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little minister is not pleased witb the sam- 
ples of work turued out in Canada, 
which, as a matter of fact, will com- 
pare favorably, as regards workmanship, 
with those of any British house, the 
Minister of Agriculture, of his own mo- 
tion, may. remove the embargo on the 
English copyright worki and permit-it 
to enter Canada, and thus to steni 'the 
market from the Canadian who h:" paid 
good money for it. The possibility of 
favoritism, not to say terrorism, in- 
volve<l in a regulation of this kind, is 
very great, and it is hardly likely that 
tlic bill will he allaweil to pass in its 
present shape. 

Mr. Fisher has before parliament nn- 
citliernieasure oC a retrograde character. 
For years it has bCt-n (ho la.w in cunuoc- 
tion with patents of invention in Canada, 
that when a patent on un invention ex- 
pires in a foreign :Country, ipso facto, it 
lapses in the Dominion. This was a 
fair provision, as 'it enabled Canadians 
to utilize an invention •simultaneously 
with any other country, after the in- 
ventor had had his full measure of pro- 
tection for a term of years. Should Mr. 
Fisher's bill pass, a foreign inventor need 
not take out a patent in Canada for some 
years, and then when he has exploited 
the markets in other countries and his 
invention is about to become public pro- 
perty, ho can come to Canada and mon- 
opolize the market here. There hne never 
boon any question as to the advantage of 
Hio present law, but Mr. Fisher proposes 
til upset it and place Canadians at a 
disadvantage, as compared with the rest 
of the world. When the provisions of 
the bill comr; to be diseussod in the 
House of Commons, there is likely to be 
^omo pi-etty plain speaking. 

The report from British Columbia that 
as a result of the disallowance of the 
Liquor License Act by the federal auth- 
orities, there is, according to Premier 
Martin, no liquor law in tlio province, 
caiiio us a siirpriso to parliamentarians. 
Hon. David Mills, spoakiiig witb your 
correspondent, said that the act iu ques- 
tion had been disallowed because it im- 
posed certain disabilities on the Japan- 
ese, in view of tlio expressed wish of the 
Imperial authoritios that iu> such dis- 
abilities should be permitted. \\'hether 
the effect of a disallowaneo would bo to 
leave the province without, a license 
would depend altogether on tlio fact 
wbotlior or not provision had boon made 
that in the event of the reiioal or disal- 
lowance of the act, the former law would 
be revived. Mr. Mills said it was the 
business of the province to consider, 
when legislating in defiance of the ex- 
pressed wishes of the Imperial govern- 
ment, what the effect would be if the 
provincial legislation were vetoed. The 
province had been notified time and 
again of the views of the home govern- 
ment, and they had also before them the 
decision of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council, denying to any prov- 
ince the right to legislate in respect of 
aliens. It was for the Dominion, and 
for the provinces to confine their legis- 
lation to subjects coming -within their 
jurisdiction, and if British Columbia 
chose to act contrary to law, the prov- 
ince must be prepared to take the con- 
sequences. 

The tribute extended to Sir Charles 
Tupper the other day on his completing 
■15 years of public service was well de- 
served. His is a record of which few 
colonial statesmen can boast. Sir 
Charles was first elected to the Nova 
Scotia legislature in 1855, and since that 
time he has been continuously in public 
life. It was gratifying to see even the 
Liberals cheering the old man when the 
beautiful bouquet of 45 full-blown roses 
and 45 buds was presented to him, and 
it was evident that iSir Charles appre- 
eiated the compliment. For a man in 
Ills oigbtieth year the opposition leader 
is a marvel. The first year or so that 
he returned from England his speeches 
bore evidence of long absence from 
Canada. He was disposed to be some- 
what reminiscent, aud once a man begins 
to discuss (.-vents of many years ago, his 
speoclies are aiit to become unduly long. 
Sir Charles, however, did not require 
much time to enable him to get into the 
swing of legislative work once more. 
For the past two or three sessions he 
has displayed a generalship which has 
astonished both friend and foe. Ho is 
quick to grasp the weak points in the 
arguments of his opponents, aud to shat- 
ter them with slcdgo hammerblows. Un 
questionably the I'romier entertains 
great respect for the views of his rival. 
Once in a while Sir Wilfrid will forget 
himself aud lose his temper, but on occa- 
sion no man knows better than he when 
to do the proper thing. The Premier's 
little speech of congratulation to Sir 
Charles was a model in its way, and his 
wind-up, in which he expressed the hope 
that Sir Charles would bo long spared to 
grace parliament in his present position 
(as opposition leader) evoked hearty 
laughter, iu which Sir Charles himself 
was not slow to joiu. 

" Mr, Speaker," said Sir Charles, his 
voice tremulous with emotion, "1 am 
going to ask the kind indulgence of the 
house to say a single word in reference 
to the very kind manner in which I have 
been received here to-day by both sides. 
I need not say, sir, how deeply X have 
been touched by the kind manner in 
which my friends on this side of the 
house have marked the completion of the 
forty-fifth your of uiy public life, and 
not less so by the very generous manner 
iu wliieh the same spirit has been 
evinced by the honorable geutloinen to 
whom I am opposed politically. I may 
say, sir, that 1 w.-is oleeted to represent 
my native county, the county of Cumber- 
land, Nova Si-otia, ou the 21ind day of 
-May, ]^."),">, so that to-day is the com- 
Iiieiion of 45 years of continuous public 
life. During that period 1 have engaged 
in the active practice of the medical pro- 
fession for 20 years, and 1 have had the 
good, or bad, fortune to bold the highest 
ollices in my native province and in the 
Dominion of Canada for 28 years; and 
1 think almost every person will agree 
that, unless I was a great glutton in 
olUce and of the emoluments arising 
from it, I ought to be abundantly satis- 
fied with the past. I can only say that 
if I were half ns polite a person as the 
eminent Lord Ohesterfleld, who apolo- 
gized to those who had been detained 
for some time standing around his bed- 
side to see him expire, I would make an 
apology • for lagging on the stage of 
public life so long. (Laughter.) I can 
only say that it is not my desire that 
that period should be very much longer 
continued; but I am afraid I shall liavo 
to remain at all events until the elec- 
torate of the country shall decide which 
of the two great parties' who are how 
contending for powe< in^.this country is 
to enjoy it daring the.peribd' which is to 
come." 

Sir Wilfrid arose in smiling and 
gracious mood. He said: "I am sure, 
Mr. Speaker, although I have no right 
to speak in this house except for one 
side of it, that on this occasion I voice 
the sentiments, not only of those who 
are hero present, L'ut of the whole Cana- 
dian people, when I express our pleasure 
that we are able to see this day and to 
congratulate my jif^nprable' fri.end, the 
leader of the o'ppgsitiori,; |U5on,,j|:hp. .corn- 
pletioa of the ii'(U't>>fifth-iyeiE(j()B;i:,his 
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of the blessings of political life that it is 
possible sometimes to forgot that we are 
divided in opinion. It is one of the re- 
de(>miug features of pnblic life that, 
though our liKhts aro keen and some- 
times hitter, still, after all,- we can real- 
ize that beneath — or I should say above — ■ 
there are nobler sentiments that guide 
Us. I do not share the views of my 
luiuorable friend on many questions; 
those who are associated with rao have 
taken issue with him upon many quos 
tions of public interest, but I am prond 
luul Klad to hear this testimony to the 
public career of my honorable friend — 
that, tliough I might take exception to 
it in many ways, it will live, and live 
for the best, in the history of Canada. 
It has been his good fortune to have been 
iissociated with the great event which 
brought Canada to the proud position it 
now occupies, which brought it from the 
condition of scattered provinces to tliat 
of a united nation. For ray part, we 
hail with pleasure the announcement 
thnt my honorable friend is to lead his 
party at the next election, and wo do so,' 
not by any means because we minimize 
his influence. On the contrary, I am 
fully conscious of the great power which 
his strong personality must exercise on 
the electors of Canada, but I do it all 
tJiG more sincerely because, entrenched 
in the justice of the cause we represent, 
I am convinced that, notwithstanding all 
his efCorts, he will still remain where ho 
is, long to adorn the Ganadian parlia 
niont."

Tliero wore 
tons of Hour, huudreJH of bales of cotton, 
toub of steuui ami electrical machinery, 
aud a great store of uiiscellaueous goods 
for the Japs and other peoples across 
the Pacific. Her holds were crowded. 
She had comparatively few pusseugers. 
There were eleven in the kuIoou, a dozen 
Chinese (including two woiueu), and 
about twenty Jai)anese, many of whom 
are being returned through the generos 
ity of their friends on this side. 

Among the saloon passengers were 11. 
G. English, an American electrician; W, 
S. Mullen aud 0. H. Stone. They are 
going to Seoul, Korea, under a year's 
coutruct witli Oalbron & Bostwick, an 
American firm who are engaged in ex- 
tending the electric railway system at 
tlie Korean capital. It was on this line 
that the riot occurred which resulted in 
the burning of the cars and the destruc- 
tion of much property about a year ago. 
The riot was caused by native supersti- 
tion, bat since then the Koreans have 
beeu educated up to the advantages of 
the system. 

The passengers all embarked here, the 
steamer not having a license to carry 
passengers from American ports. She 
has u Hongkong license only. Iformerly 
she was eulitlod to carry passengers 
from Tucoma, but the Hue has resolved 
not to renew the license. It is easy to 
bring the passengers over to this port on 
the Victorian.

THE PETREL ARRIVES. 

The Fishing Schooner Feared to Have 
Been Lost Off the Coast Safely 
Beaches Port. 

Seattle papers report the arrival there 
of the litlle Eshiiig schooner Petrol, 
which so narrowly escaped destruction 
off Carmanah Point about a week ago 
Capt. Samuel S. Gibson, who was left 
alone on the Astoria schooner when 
Chris and John Hansen, the two other 
members of the crew, were blown ashore 
in the schooner's dory, succeeded 
bringing the vessel safely to port. The 
Hansens arrived at Seattle some days 
before the schooner, having made their 
way from Carmanah to Noah Bay in 
the dory, and thence by steamer to 
Seattle. They gave it as their opinion 
that the schooner must have been lost, 
aud this view was generally held. Gib- 
son, though, by dint of much energy, 
m'utf.Ef il t- save tlie craft. He shipped 
two Indians at Carmanah, and, aided 
by them, sailed the vessel to Neah Bay 
After a brief rest there he sailed on to 
Townsend and thence to Seattle. On 
the last .stage of the voyage the schooner 
was caught in a heavy storm and ha4 
iier foresail and compass carried away< 
The Petrel is owned by J. Kiemnn, of 
Astoria, and B. B. Rollins, of Seattle. 



MANY SCHOONERS. 

A r^leot of Forty-five Vessels Expected 
to Go to Behdng Sea This Season. 

Scaling schooners Hatzic and Saucy 
Lass were launched from Turpel's ways 
last evening, and tbe schooners Zillah 
May and Victoria will be.hatilcd out for 
repairs ;tbis„in(>fning. . All tbe fleet ore 
overhdalmg and getting ready ' for tbe 
Bcbring Sea cruise, on which they will 
leave in about two weeks.

LAST OF THE FLBKT. 

Schooner Carry C. W. Returns— An 
Echo of the Dora B. Disaster. 

Sealing schooner Carry C, W., the last 
of the sealing licet to reach port, arrived 
in James Bay about o p.m. yesterday. 
She has on board 2!5S skins, instead of 
lis stated in the report from the 
West Co:ist. Capt. llcKiel, her master, 
says that the disaster to the little schoon- 
er Dora B. in the storm of the end cf 
April, was causing no «niall amount of 
comment at Yakutnt, ^vllen the Carrie 
C. W. .sailed from there on May 1. owing 
to the many strange circumstances at- 
tached to the w^reck, in whic-h, as will be 
remembered, five Jives were lost. One 
body was wiislied ashore— that of P. van 
Buerdow, of Juneau— and, struugo to tay, 
bis bajgage and effects, which bad been 



pacUed in the hold of the schooner when 
he left .Ttmeau, were found near where 
the corpse was picked up,, although no 
sign of anything else from the lost ves- 
sel was eeen.. .,It.iis>,tbougbt: ati the,.A^- 
f.skan' coast'.to^n 'tbat 'tiiiBimaii loft the 
echodiier In '"the small b«iat"wlth his ef- 
fects, ' tbinkhig to' m'ak'e the 'shore, awhile 
the others remained •with tha '•' Vcisscl. 
There is an aJr of mystery, he says, con- 
nected with every detail of the disaster. 
Nothing was ever heard of the schooner 
herself, but the fact that she bad fouu- 
derod was generally acopted, for, as slio 
had no sails ibest when the line of the 
steamer which was towing her parte<i, 
there was not the slightest hope for her. 
Van Buerdon belonged to Juneau, and 
was aecouutcd a strong man by those 
who knew him. 

ALMOST ON THB^SOAST. 

Nome-Bound Schooner '-Narrowly Es- 
capes Going Ashore on the 

West Coast. 

Schooner Arthur B., of Seattle, which 
left there for Cape Nome ou Wednesday 
last, was towed in to Port Towusend in 
distress on Monday. She was caught in 
the gale Friday night, which lusted until 
Saturday noon, carrying away two sails 
aud breaking her rudder. While drift- 
ing helplessly toward Vancouver Island's 
rocky shore, an Oriental steamer passed, 
but did not recognize her signals of dis- 
tress. The deckload of lumber wa.s 
thrown overboard in an attempt to repair 1 
the rudder. The vessel was steered 
with a spur, and the gale abating 
enabled her to reach Noah Bay, where 
she was picked up by a tug.
